made any progress?” writes M. W. in a leading Home journal. . 


The state of his handicap is regarded as a true indication. u 
‘it-has-come'down he Is very well satisfleds If it remains station- 
ary he ts‘reasonably content; but if it has gone up he is wholly — 
displeased because of a loss of dignity. . 


From a mass of accumulated 
corespondence! it’ Is clear that 
golfers. generally view with’ con- 
cern their respective’ club handi- 
caps. With a view to getting @ 
stroke or two kmocked off they 
Play in all “the competitions, in 
which some succeed and others 
fail. A ten-handicap player. 
writes:— . “ 

“Why Js it that when playing a 
match I win nine out of ten, but, 
try as hard as I can, I cannot win 
a medal. I play eilght-and-nine 
handicap men ‘level, and more 
often than not take thelr money, 
but on competition days they beat 
me easily, I am _ desperately 
anxious to get down to single 
figures, but I see no hope unless 
I can win something tangible.” 

, CARD-AND-PENCIL GAME 


I should have thought that: the, 
winning of opponents’ half-crowns, 
or whatever thevamount of the 
stake {s, wus 4 tangible expression 
of one’s playing ability, but, of 
the. people who decide 
handicaps do not sake cognisance 
of sucn matters. What members 
play for, and what are the results 
of these transactions, are ho con-~ 
cern of anybody's. In the case of 
this particular correspondent it 
would appear that the card-and- 
pencil game ‘defeats him. ; 

As this is the season for. bogey 
competitions I would ‘suggest 2 re~ 
vision of tacts. It ls a2 good plan 
tO analyse the card and make a 
mental review, of the hols at 
which he- has a stroke, Playlng 
from ten handicap there are eight 
holes at which he has a stroke 
allowance, and, by judicious play, 
he should win six of them, while 
u half should be obtained at each 
or the other two. os 

In theory, he is six up with ten 
holes to play, and he should pro- 
ceed on the basis ‘of halving’ at 
least five of them: indeed. he 
might win one, or. perhaps, two, 
by good approach work and put- 
ting. At any rate, he should finish 
the round one up on bogey, which 
indicates that he has played better 
than his handicap, a fact not 
likely to escape the ‘notice’ of the 
committee. The player. should al- 
ways bear in mind that in playing 
a 5 bogey hole, where he has a 
stroke allowance, it is madness to 
try to get up in two shots. 

Play carefully to within reason- 


| able striking: distance of the green.

As Thomson points out, there is 
only a given space In which to get 
the clubhead moving. Most of the 
good golfers walt until the hands 
care about half-way down, before 
‘attempting to increase the speed 
of the clubhead, and they “delay 
getting the left hip out of the 
‘way just a Mttle longer. “Any: 
extra distance I, get (Thomson 
adds) comes. from the faster start 
with the hands, and the faster 
left-hip movement on the down- 
swing.
